There are some preachers who have an idea that revival 
is special music, special singing, or a robed chon. 

Some people call revival nothing but a series of lectures. 
Revival is not a lectureship; revival is not music only. It 
ran include that, but a revival, according to Gods Word, 
isn't a thing in the world but God’s people praying through 
until they once more get a shout of victory, a shout of tri- 
umph, and can rejoice once more.

MY SEARCH FOR GOD 

I am one of many who tried so hard to find 
God. I tried to find Him through prayer, even 
through the church. 

I just was not able to find what I was 
looking for. Yet, on the other hand, I em- 
ployed many practices of God among people 
I knew. 

I felt that sometime, if I kept trying, I 
would find God through some source. 

There was a doctor in Watertown, New 
York, Dr. W. S. McFarland, who kept calling 
me from all over America. He was interested 
fin me for he knew my struggles to reach God 
an my deep want and longing to find a new 
way of life. (Dr. McFarland has since passed 
on to meet his Maker and his reward.) 

He telephoned me at different times from 
Florida, from Texas and from Michigan 
where he was attending the Oral Roberts’ 
Healing Campaigns. He told me an amazing 
story. It seems God was using this young 
man — Oral Roberts — to show men the way 
back to God. He even had miraculous faith. 
Reportedly many miracles were performed

I listened but was not interested enough

it, it all seemed impossible to me that any - 
thing like he said was going on. 

My wife and I discussed it. 

We just couldn’t believe it. 

One day we had just gone home from Sara- 
toga where I had presided over a meeting of 
the New York State Automobile Dealers As- 
sociation. Just as we got in the house our 
phone was ringing. Dr. McFarland was call- 
ing us from Flint, Michigan. Oral Roberts 
was there in his big tent. Doc was extolling 
the virtues of Oral Roberts’ ministry. 

He said I had to come; I must come to the 
meeting. He convinced us. We decided to go. 
We had a son in Flint attending the General 
Motors Institute of Technology and we 
thought we could visit him as well as attend 
the meeting in Flint. 

We went out to the tent on Friday night.

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After we left the tent we met Dr. McFafland 
and his wife.

“Well, you believe what you saw, what you 
heard.” He said. 

“It’s all too much for us. We will tell you 
tomorrow.” 

Then I added, “I’m confused and just don’t 
know what to think.” 

Our reaction next day was the same. I said 
to Dr. McFarland, “You know, I’m amazed at 
myself, I sat there last night four and one- 
half hours. When it was all over I wasn’t 
tired. I can’t imagine myself doing that.” 

I couldn’t explain my own behavior. 

Dr. McFarland proposed that we go for a 
second night. We said, “No, we want more 
time to think it over.” When he pressed us 
somewhat we said, “We may come. We don’t 
know yet.” 

We had dinner. My wife said, “George, I 
don’t want to go back to the hotel now, do 
you?” 

I replied, “If we go back to the tent .we’ll 
make Dr. McFarland happy.” 

We both smiled. We knew we both wanted 
to go back to the tent. Our reaction was a 
shock to us. 

We got a cab and went to the tent. 

I know why I wanted to go back. I wanted 
to see reality, to have a more complete ex- 
perience with God. 

Oral Roberts preached his master sermon on 
Samson and Delilah: “The Battle of Cham- 
pions.” The result was that this second service 
gave me an entirely different conception, I 
got in tune. For the first time in my life I 
opened my heart to God. When he made the 
call for men to accept the way of God, I 
found myself taking my wife’s hand in mine 


and saying; “Come on, let’s go.” We went 
down on our knees and spoke to God. We 
came up with a vision crystal clear of our 
new lives; a new spirit, a new feeling was in 
our hearts. 

We finally had to admit to our friends, Dr. 
and Mrs. McFarland, that we had our eyes 
and hearts open — we found a new way of 
life. 

TELLING THE STORY 

Next day we returned home. On the way I 
made my decision that I was going to call my 
employees together and tell them how my 
long search for God had ended. 

I called a special meeting at noon. My 
seventy-four employees faced me, waiting to 
hear what I had to say. 

“Men,” I said, “the reason I’m having all of 
you here in this room todiay, I just had a 
beautiful experience and I wanted to tell you 
about It. My life-long search for God ended 
night before last when I found God in the 
Oral Roberts’ Meeting in Flint, Michigan. I 
am so happy I want to share it with you. It 
took me fifty years to discover my real self 
and to find peace for my struggling soul. 
You’ve got to believe me. I saw beautiful 
healings, I heard powerful sermons that laid 
my soul bare before God.” 

(Here Mr. Gardner told them in detail 
about the healing of the little girl in the blue 
dress. How Oral Roberts hugged her to him 
with a tenderness of Jesus Himself, how she 
talked and how the mother’s face changed as 
“tears burst from her eyes,” and other mira- 
culous healings; mutes, cripples, deaf people, 
goiters, and many others.) 

I told my employees all this. You could 
have heard a pin drop in our place of bus- 
iness.

Three days later, a young college boy, si 
of a prominent physician in our city came 
see me.

“Mr. Gardner,” he said, “I want to thai 
you for that wonderful story you gave us. 

Y< 
know, sir, my dad put me in college whe 
they gave us some Bible classes and I ha 1 
always gone to church and Sunday Scho 
ever since I can remember. But I want to as 
you one question: “How do you go about ge 
ting faith?” 

For the first time in my life I started 
tell another human being how to get faith. 

I said, “I would say first, by sincere praye 
then believe your prayers will be answers 
and that God will do for you what you b< 
lieve.” 

The next week I hadi even a more unusu; 
experience. We have a famous doctor, tf 
dean of surgeons in our area. Several montl 
ago he came to me and asked me for a don;

remained sitting until I finished my mes- 
sage. When I left the pulpit my strength 
left me. I got another minister to finish 
the revival. I did not preach any more 
for three months. I went to Winfield to 
some close friends to rest. There the flu 
struck me. I was able to make it home 
to my sister’s in Perryton, Texas. By the 
time I got there, I had developed pneu- 
monia. They put me in the hospital. That 
was the dark room you mentioned in your 
revelation. I was under oygen four days. 
The doctor said I had what the army 
called double fatigue and advised me not 
to try to preach any more for a while; to 
stay out of crowds and avoid all excite- 
ment; to go to a low climate and rest 
until my heart got better. 


I felt so good I drove 
28 miles to Spearman, Texas, to be in 
services. There I blacked out again. They 
thought death had me this time, but, 
again, God raised me up. However, from 
then on for three months, I had no energy. 
I couldn't read my Bible; I couldn’t pray. 
I couldn’t get my hands up to praise the 
Lord; I couldn’t stand up and praise Him. 
No one but God knows the battle I had 
those three and one-half months. Just 
before I went to Dallas to your revival, I 
had held services for twelve nights, the 
first since I went down. It was such a 
terrific fight; seemed that I was fighting 
all hell. I knew I had gone as far as I 
could. 

"When I heard over the radio that you 
were going to be in Dallas, I knew that, 
if I could get into your meeting, I would 
be healed. Praise God for men like you, 
who pay the price to be able to help 
others. Brother Allen, I am praying God 
will give you strength. I could see when 
I was there you were weary in body.

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QUESTION: 

“BROTHER ALLEN: There is some controversy in 
my church concerning the tithes and offerings. The real 
confusion is not so much concerning the offering as the 
tithe ! Our Sunday School teacher tells us that, since there 
are five ministry gifts in the church, we are responsible to 
support all five. 

"Some time ago, in a large meeting, I made a hundred 
dollar pledge and promised I would pay it, a little each 
month, from my tithes. I was close enough to the micro- 
phone that my pastor, sitting out in the audience, heard it. 
The next Sunday morning I was (from the pulpit) sharply 
reprimanded. He didn’t support his belief with scripture. 

What does the Bible say concerning this? 

THE ANSWER FROM GOD’S WORD: 

TWO QUESTIONS are involved here. First of all, let 
me ask you a question: “WHAT IS THE CHURCH’? Does 
the Church consist of any ONE small group of believers, 
hemmed in by church walls or denominational dividing 
lines, or is “The Church” as the Bible declares "A BODY 
OF CALLED OUT ONES”? 

Remember that you, no matter where you worship, are 
just ONE OF GOD’S MANY SHEEP in ONE great pas- 
ture. God said, “Z will feed them in a good PASTURE 
(NOT 365 different pastures) and upon the high moun- 
tains . . . shall their fold ( not many folds ) be.” ( Ezek. 
34:31). 

Although there are 365 major denominations in the world 
today, God still has just ONE pasture! Then, according to 
this scripture, ALL of God’s people are HIS sheep and 
God says there will be ONE FOLD! Some people appear 
to have the idea that one must belong to their particular 
church organization, denomination or local group, or he 
should not be fellowshipped nor recognized; that, unless a 
person’s name (preacher’s name, too) was listed in their 
record book downTiere, God certainly would not have it 
listed in His book in heaven! They may not come right out 
and say it, but they infer it by not fellowshipping members 
of other groups and by trying to keep or warn their “sheep” 
away from certain pastures, sometimes by saying such pas- 
tures are “Poisoned”; “Not good for them!” This is not true! 

All people who have been born again and are living clean 
holy lives are CHRISTIANS AND ARE A PART OF THE 
BODY OF CHRIST! FAILURE TO RECOGNIZE THIS 
IS SIN, (See I Cor. 12) and is one of the main causes of 
sickness in the church. He said, “For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you , and many sleep (die pre- 
maturely).” (I Cor. 11:30.). 

The 29th verse definitely states it is because some have 
failed to recognize ALL CHRISTIANS as a PART OF 
THE CHURCH. This is FAILURE TO DISCERN THE 
LORD’S BODY. 

God, the Holy Spirit, through the Apostle Paul, plainly 
states in First Corinthians 12:12 — . The body (of Christ) 

is ONE, and hath MANY MEMBERS , and ALL (not just 
the ones in a certain church or organization) the members 
of that one body , being many, are ONE body ...” 

In Verse 14, He states “For the body is NOT ONE MEM- 
BER (or just a few in one certain church), BUT MANY.” 

In verse 27, of the same chapter, He states, “NOW YE 
ARE THE BODY OF CHRIST ...” 

All God’s children are many members and make up the 
body of Christ. Some preachers, some denominational lead- 
ers are too prejudiced to confess this, failing to recognize or 
“discern” the Lord’s body. 

Not only is this fact the cause of much sickness among 
the church people but, as stated in the question, it is ALSO

in the Lamb's Book of Life from church nooks on earth, 
He writes the names down as each soul is born again 
and repents of his or her sins ! 

I am sure that God has many names listed in HIS BOOK 
that so called “Christian Leaders” of today are rejecting. 

The Bible teaches that THE CHURCH IS MADE UP 
OF ALL GOD’S SHEEP and is not restricted to the bor- 
ders of any certain church, the four walls of any one build- 
ing, nor the District lines of any one denomination. 

Inasmuch as God said, “ . . . He hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers 
...” (I Cor. 12:28), then again, in Eph. 4:11, He said, 

He gave some, apostles ; and some prophets; and some 
EVANGELISTS; and some pastors and teachers ; ...” no 
one can deny the fact that God has given us these five min- 
istry gifts and has placed them in the church. 

Therefore, since God, Himself, has placed these in the church, 
THEY ARE IMPORTANT AND NEEDED, and MUST BE 
SUPPORTED! 

In the Old Testament we find that the tithes were for the 
support of the Levites, and they filled various offices. (See Num. 
18:24; I Chron. 15:2,16; 16:4.). Likewise, in the New Testa- 
ment, the ministers of God, in these separate offices are for the 
service of the Lord, each in his own capacity. 

It is quite plain, in the very next verse (Eph. 4:12) WHY 
He placed them in the church — “For the perfecting of the 
saints , FOR THE WORK OF THE MINISTRY , FOR THE 
EDIFYING OF THE BODY OF CHRIST . . ” 

To what “saints” is He referring here? Does He refer to just 
a few inside one church, or to any saint? Is He referring just to 
the saints in one particular denomination, or does He mean all 
saints? 

God is no respecter of persons! He means ANY and ALL ! This 
is evident from the rest of the verse, as He says, “ ... For the 
edifying of the body of Christ! ...” 

You may ask, “HOW MANY MEMBERS ARE THERE IN 
THE BODY?” No one knows but God. He keeps their names in 
the “Lamb’s Book of Life!” 

God’s children are the born again people (all over the world) 
who are found in many church denominations or perhaps in 
NONE. Remember ( it is not church membership that makes you 
a child of God but an experience in your heart — . . Ye must 

be born again!” (John 3:7). 

When the love of God flows from the hearts of ALL God’s 
people today as it should, we will do as Jesus said in Mark 12:31, 
“. . . Love thy neighbor AS THY SELF F 

Again in Luke 10, Jesus taught this, but the one to whom He 
was speaking (a certain lawyer) . . Willing to justify himself, 
said unto Jesus, . . . And who is my neighbor?” 

Jesus answered him by telling him the story of the good 
Samaritan (Luke 10:30-37). His final statement was “. . . Go, 
and do thou likewise /” 

When a person loves his neighbor as he loves himself, he is 
not afraid that his neighbor is going to be given something that 
he himself might be able to get and keep for himself! If he 
really loves his neighbor. He, himself, will do something for him, 
instead of condemning others who want to help him!

One preacher said, “Brother Allen, the only reason I have the 
trio, the duets, and the solos, the quartets and the choir is just 
in the event God doesn’t move. If the Spirit of God doesn’t 
move, I, at least, have a beautiful program lined up.” 

I said, “Do not plan to have them and you will find that the 
Spirit of God will move!” 

Why? 

Not because those things, in themselves, are sin, but the 
reason he had them lined up was that he didn't believe God 
was going to move. 

You don't come into my meetings every night and find that I 
have everything lined up; a solo, a duet, a trio, a quartet or a 
choir — just in the event God doesn't do anything! 

If you line all those things up to take the place of God and 
the power of God and revival, God will let you go through with- 
out Him. You don’t need Him! God will let you go ahead and 
have the soloist sing, the duets perform, the trio harmonize, and 
the quartets sing. Your audience may be entertained, but seldom 
will they feel the power of God. 

It is sad but, too frequently, we find today that the church is 
not a soul-saving station any more, where the power of God falls 
and God heals the sick, where demons are cast out; too often 
the church is not a thing in the world but a place of entertain- 
ment, where they feature beautiful music, lovely choirs, a book 
review or maybe a poem or two. 

Why? 

Because the people can't stand the Word of God. It is a lot 
easier to read a poem, than it is to bring down the power of God 
and the anointing of the Holy Ghost; to preach a sermon that 
will convict old Jezebel and Ahab. 

REVIVAL ISN'T “ FELLOWSHIP ” EATING AROUND 
A TABLE IN THE CHURCH BASEMENT 

God wants His people to have some social activity and to have 
some fellowship, but the best place for fellowship isn't around 
a table in the church basement. 

When I pastored a church, I found that the best fellowship 
the church had was around an old-fashioned altar bench where 
the power of the Holy Ghost was falling; where men and women 
were receiving the Baptism of the Holy Ghost, speaking in other 
tongues; where God was pouring out His Spirit, and manifesting 
Himself through the various gifts of the Spirit; where the sick 
were being healed and demons were being cast out. 

The greatest fellowship of all is when God's children have the 
blessing, the power and the glory of God in their lives and unite 
in eating the “meat” that comes from Heaven. I'm talking about 
that “meat you know not of” the fatted calf the Lord provides! I 
refer to that meat Jesus, Himself, puts on the table, whisch con- 
sists of all the good things for body, soul, mind and spirit. 

You hear some pastors say — “We've got to have some kind 
of activity for the young people.” 

The best activity you can have for the young people is an 
old-fashioned prayer meeting, that will last until midnight, or 
until 1:00 o'clock in the morning, around an old-fashioned altar. 
Of course, there are a lot of people who don't agree with me, but 
I know this to be a fact; when revival comes into your soul, when 
you become aflame with the power and fire of the Holy Ghost; 
when you begin to get a vision of what true revival is, you will 
lose your former ideas of what you thought was revival. You will 
then want to go to work for God the scriptural way. 

You will then want to spend your time in the upper room, 
where the fire of God is falling and God is doing something for 
your soul! 

David said (Ps. 85:6), “Wilt thou not revive us again; that 
people 
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Because David had lost itl 

“Restore unto me , the joy of thy salvation . . .” then he said, 
“. . . Uphold me with thy free spirit ” Then . . . what? “Then 
will I teach transgressors thy ways ” and then “sinners shall he 
converted unto thee .” 

I believe if it worked for David, it will work for the church 
today! What is it? “Restore unto me (restore unto the church), 
the joy l n What is “the joy?” Restore revival — because revival is 
nothing more than the joy of the Lord restored to God's people! 

David knew the importance of the joy of the Lord being 
restored in order that souls might be saved. 

REVIVAL IS GOD'S PEOPLE REJOICING 
ONCE MORE IN HIM! 

Revival is not feasting, dinners, music, singing, nor preaching; 
though it may include some of those things, Revival is exactly 
what David said — the rejoicing of God's people who have 
prayed through once more! Revival is the power of God coming 
down into the lives of the people who have opened their hearts 
toward God and to the need which they know exists in their 
own church or life, or individual Christian experience! 

Souls getting saved at an altar isn't revival; that is the result 
of revival! You may hear someone say, “Have you heard about 
the big revival down here?” I could say, “I don't know whether 
it's a revival or not. Is there any old-fashioned joy of the Lord 
there? Are the people rejoicing in the Lord? Is the power of God 
falling?” That is your test of revival! 

I say, “What have you been doing, if you haven't been teach- 
ing transgressors His ways?” 

He has been doing something else, and I'll tell you why; 
because he doesn't have the joy of the Lord! 

He once had it, but he lost it! 

THE HOLY GHOST TYPIFIES THE JOY AND 
GLADNESS OF GOD! 

I say again, the reason the church of today has lost her joy is 
because she has neglected the fire of the Holy Ghost. Joel said, 
“The new wine (the Holy Ghost, that’s the joy of the Lord) is 
dried up! The vine is withered” 

What? The grape vine that produces the new wine, the Holy 
Ghost of the 2nd Chapter of Acts which, to us, typifies the joy 
and the gladness of God — the garments of praise and rejoicing. 

David said, “I need something, Lord,” then again, “If you'll 
give it to me, I will teach transgressors the ways of God.” 

Why David? You used to teach transgressors God’s way. 
What have you been doing now? 

Here's one of the greatest secrets of the Bible, and it concerns 
what Joel said in Chapter 1. “The new wine is dried up . . . and 
the vine is withered . . . the land mourneth /” 

Isaiah 61 refers primarily to a certain church age in which a 
spirit of heaviness has come upon the people. 

Joel calls it “mourning.” 

David said, “We haven't been able to teach transgressors the 
ways of God nor to see sinners converted to God, because there 
is not sufficient joy in my heart nor in the hearts of the people.” 

Do you know what Joel said? Chapter 1, Vs. 12. He said — 

“The vine is dried up, and the fig tree languisheth; the pome- 
granate tree , the palm tree also , arid the apple tree , even all the 
trees of the field , are withered', because joy is withered away 
from the sons of men” 

This is a picture of the church that ought to be out reaping 
the whitened harvest field and taking salvation to the lost and 
deliverance to the captive! She is bearing no fruit! 

Joy has withered away from the hearts of God's people, not 
only from those sitting in the pew, but from those ministering 
in the pulpits.

you the Word of God for it. One of the first evident signs of 
backsliding is when you lose your gladness, your joy, your shout 
of victory, and your shout of triumph. 

In Joel 1:13 God has called all His ministers together and 
said, “Gird yourselves, and lament , ye priests: howl, ye ministers 
of the altar: come, lie all night in sackcloth, ye ministers of my 
God ...” 

Why? 

Because joy has withered away from the hearts of the sons 
of men. Not only are sinners failing to come in, but much of the 
harvest of the field has already perished! The fig tree (which 
means healing for the people) “languisheth.” The pomegranate 
tree has withered and died, which means the miraculous which 
should be operating in the church is no longer operating. Today, 
there are so many people who are sick, afflicted and bound! 

Revival is not a soul getting saved, a body being healed, a 
demon coming out. Those are results of revival. Philip, one of 
the deacons in the early church, went to Samaria and had a 
great city-wide revival and the Bible says that “unclean spirits , 
crying with loud voices, came out of many that were possessed 
of them ” (Acts 8). Read the entire account of that great re- 
vival in Samaria and you will find that all the city was happy 
and there was great rejoicing! 

Ym talking about the joy of the Lord in connection with the 
salvation of the lost, the healing of the sick, the diseased and 
afflicted. 

If you want to find the reason for sickness, disease and in- 
firmity, according to the Word of God, look in the 28th Chapter 
of Deuteronomy. 

GOD'S PEOPLE ARE CURSED FOR NOT SERVING 
HIM IN GLADNESS! 

In that chapter, God has listed all the sicknesses, all the dis- 
eases, all the infirmities that have ever come upon mankind. 
Among them, he lists blindness, itch, scab and the botch of 
Egypt. 

Read the 45th verse — 

“Moreover all these curses shall come upon thee, and shall 
pursue thee, and overtake thee, till thou be destroyed; because 
thou hearkenedst not unto the voice of the Lord thy God, to 
keep his commandments and his statutes which he commanded 
thee; And they shall be upon thee for a sign and for a wonder, 
and upon thy seed for ever” 

Why do these curses come upon them? Read the 47th verse — 

“Because thou servedst not the LORD thy God WITH JOY- 
FULNESS, AND WITH GLADNESS OF HEART, for the 
abundance of all things; 

God said (read it in Vs. 45) ". . . All these curses shall come 
upon thee, and shall pursue thee, and overtake thee, till thou 
be destroyed” 

There has never been so much sickness, so much disease, and 
so much infirmity in the church, and among church people. 
Never have there been so many people coming out to our meet- 
ings to be delivered, healed and set free! Never before have 
we heard from so many people who are listening to our radio 
broadcasts! People who listen to our radio programs are being 
healed as they hear of the miraculous things that are happen- 
ing in our services. When they hear us describe how blind 
eyes are being opened, or tell of the lame walking again, and 
of the deaf hearing, their faith rises to where they, too, can 
believe God for a miracle. They have watched our telecasts 
and have seen miracle after miracle performed and they know 
it is real. These things inspire their faith until they say, "I’m 
going to attend an Allen Campaign; there God is going to open 
my eyes; God is going to let me walk again! I’m going to get 
out of my wheel chair!” 

Some who have not been delivered had failed to remove 
the cause of their sickness or affliction - they had failed to 
serve God with joyfulness!

T OF PRAISE” FOR 
J AVINESS”! 

God said, I will give thee the garment of praise for the 
spirit of heaviness !” 

When the spirit of heaviness lifts, gladness comes into our 
hearts and we serve God with gladness! Then we want glad 
music. That is why the Lord said in Psalm 100:1 — “Make a 
joyful noise unto the Lord!” 

Why? 

Because we're joyful in our spirits! Because we are serving 
the Lord with gladness! 

I repeat, God said the reason there is so much sickness, dis- 
ease and infirmity is “Because thou servedst not the Lord thy 
God with joyfulness and with gladness of heart...” (From 
Deut. 28:47). 

I have mentioned ordinary sickness, disease and infirmity, 
which could be your cancer, many types of sickness, disease, etc., 
but I want to refer now to Deuteronomy 28:28: 

“The Lord shall smite thee with madness , and blindness, and 
astonishment of heart. And thou shall grope at noonday , as the 
blind gropeth in darkness, and thou shalt not prosper in thy 
ways: and thou shalt be only oppressed and spoiled evermore, 
and no man shall save thee” 

Here is a verse I want you to read carefully — (Deut. 
28:48): 

God is speaking here of a yoke of iron that shall be about 
thy neck, THAT NO MAN CAN BREAK! “Therefore shalt 
thou serve thine enemies which the LORD shall send against 
thee . . . and he shall put a yoke of iron upon thy neck!” He 
goes further to tell us the reason in Vs. 47: “Because thou 
servedst not the LORD thy God with joyfulness, and with 
gladness of heart, for the abundance of all things” 

Let's consider all these together. The Lord said, “Thou shalt 
be smitten with madness, thou shalt be only oppressed con- 
tinually (mentally oppressed) ...Thou shalt have a yoke of 
iron about thy neck” which means bondage and captivity — 
the mental sickness and disease ( the nervous disorders ) of today. 

Why? 

Because there is no joy in your heart, no gladness in your 
soul! 

Contrast this with Isaiah 61:3, where the Lord promised to 
give “. . . The garment of praise for the spirit of heaviness . . . 
and the oil of joy for mourning . .
